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WESTERN RAILROAD
- RATE HEARING ON

Proved

Passenger Earnings
Are Steadily Decreasing.

STATISTICIAN FIRST WITNESS

CHICAGO, July 6.—The western
passenger rate hearing, in which
forty-six western railroads hope to
prove that present rates, sald to be
unremunerative, should be advanced,
began here today before Examiner
Thurtell of the Interstate Commerce
commisslon.

C. C. Wright made the opening
statement for the raliroads, He sald
in part:

“The carriers expect to show that the
net opernting income of the roads in-
volved during the last seven years has
bean materinily less than it was for the
seven years immedistely vrior to that
period. It will be shown that this In true
notwithgtanding the fact that there has
been an Incrense In the volume of busl-
ness and an Increass In the properly In-
vestment. This, of course, results in a
higher operating ratio and naturally »
leaser rate of return than has been malin-
tained heretofore.

“Comparisons also will be glven show-
ing pressnt conditions ss agalinst thomse of
1910, Explanation of the increase in ex-
pense also will be made. It will be
shown that It {8 largery due to Increases
in the cost of labor and to taxes and
that the economiss which have been ef-
feoted by the carrier and the increénsed
volume of business have not been suf-
ficlent to meet the (ncreased oost of
operation.”

Mr. Wright stated that the present rate
of return on property devoted to passen-
ger pervice does not amount to 3 per
cent,

“It 1 belleved,” Mr. Wright continued,
“that it is imprecticabla to malntain stats
and interstats rates upon any substan-
tially different basis.'

Weitling s First Witneas,

L. . Wettling, statistician for the car-

risrs, took the stand and presented a
voluminous exhibit of comparative fig-
ures from 1801 to 1814
“The average ratio of return on cost
of road and equipment in the first peven
years of this period wes 5,43 per cent”
sald the witness. "In the second seven
years it dropped to 474, while the re-
turms for 1914 were only 43 per oent,
thus showing a general tendency of rall-
road profita to decline.'
Mr. Woettling testitied that expendi-
turea for additions and betterment for
the roads in 17-14 reached $960 518,408, of
which $380,4%0,082 was for equipment.

“Botween 11 and 107" he continued,
‘unproductive expensditures for per-
manent improvementas, such as pasasenger
stations, viaducts, grade crossings, track
elevation and the lke, weore $19,862 442
In 1M7-14 this sum jumped to §79,5TR08L

TWO0 THOUSAND CASUALTIES

LAREDO, Tex., July 6.—8ix hun-
dred Carranza troops, It is reported,
were killed (n an all day battle in
a fruitless attempt to capture Pare-
don, a Villa stronghold about thirty
miles northwest of Mofterey, Eigh-
teen thousand men are said to have
been engaged in the battle, with to-
tal casualties on both sides of 2,000.
Carranza reinforcements renewed
the attack today.

About 5,000 Carransa troops under Gen-
eral Jacinto B, Arevino advanced yes-
tarday morning alons the rallroad from
Villa Garcla, & village about midway be-
tween Monterey and Paredon. The ad-
vanca followed a Bunday truce, during
which both sides buried dead, who, dur-
ing the two weeks Incessant fMNghting
about Villa Garcla had fallen so thicky
as to menace health.

The Carranza officors estimated that
Vilia had nearly 10,000 men concentraised
near Paredon under Generals Urbana
and Chao, two of his best known gen-

ernls. Thelr purpose wias to halt a Car-
ranss advance on Torreon, about 20
miles weost of Monterey.
